cars and trucks during the 
first ten months this year 
reached a total of 4,068,727, 
according to reports. sub- 
mitted at the directors’ meet- 
ing of the National Automo- 
bile Chamber of Commerce. 
New records were also established 
by individual companies, according 
to reports of October production and 
shipments. 

The N. A. C. C. report further 
shows that the previous high mark 
for the first ten months occurred 
in 1926, when 4,062,110 cars and

Pears! 
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The Year Breaks All Records 


NNOUNCEMENT by the National Automobile Chamber 

of Commerce indicates that the first ten months of 

1928 have broken all records for similar periods. Production 
up to the first of November this year totaled 4,068,727 
motor cars and trucks. In this figure is included an estimate 
for October of 397,000 units. The best previous record for 
ten months’ output was made in 1926, when the figure was 
4,062,110 units. 

In 1926, the year that established the present record 
for prduction, the months of November and December 
saw a total output of 430,419. Production this year should 
exceed this figure, making the year a new record period 
for automobile and truck building. 

Another extremely interesting announcement has also 
come from the N. A. C. C. as regards the export situation. 
During the first nine months of 1928 the American industry 
sent overseas 627,000 motor cars and trucks to 107 different 
countries. The trend of export operations since the first of 
October indicates that the total vehicular shipments for the 
year will run well over the 800,000 mark. In 1927 the total 
export of vehicles was 643,634, giving us better than a 30 
per cent. increase this year. This rate of progress would 
give us more than a million vehicles exported in 1929, a 
figure that has long been the objective of our energetic 
overseas division. Here’s hoping.

ISMARCK, that stern prophet of the practical, once 

remarked that in sizing up any political situation the 
student must never forget “the imponderables.” By this 
he meant such seemingly abstract matters as the sentiments 
and emotions of people. He realized that often sentiment 
and emotion are translated into direct action, which may 
upset the cunningest plans of the staesman who fails to 
take them into account.

Windows 
dressed out in Christmas colors with suggestions that no 
other gift will give the head of the family greater pleasure 
than “something for the car.” will bring a merry ringing of 
the cash register. 

There is not an automotive product that is not sus- 
ceptible of exploitation for the special buying season that 
lies just ahead. “Ask ’em to buy” for Christmas presents; 
ask it in window displays and by word of mouth and 
watch the returns roll in.

Prepare for 1929 
Sales Activities

3,648, which brings the total down 
to 285,936. This is still 93,525 above 
the number employed here a year 
ago at this time and the association 
reports that skilled labor is still in 
demand, particularly tool makers, 
die makers and expert machinists. 
There has been a moderate in- 
crease in the forces of millwrights 
engaged in altering plant layout, in 
preparation for next season’s plans. 
Ford employment holds steadily 


close to 120,000 men, and while there 
is constant change of factory per- 
sonnel, the net result is about what 
it has been for several weeks. The 
working force is divided into about 
78,000 men at Fordson, 38,000 at 
Highland Park and 4,000 at the 
Lincoln plant. 

Ford production is running about 
5.600 cars and trucks a day, and a 
steady gain is looked for from now 
until the first of the year, when a 
spurt is expected. 

Further closing down of plant 
facilities in preparation for the 
show is noted. Olds Motor Works 
closed the first of the month, and 
will be closed for about thirty days, 
to make changes in plant arrange- 
ment. When operations are re- 
sumed in December the schedule 
calls for a month’s production of 
6,000 cars, much the largest ever 
undertaken by the company. Plans 
of the company for 1929 production 


put over any of the 1928 figures. 
Work on a new production build- 
ing, to cost about $250,000, will be 
gotten under way about the first of 
the year, and the expansion pro- 
gram will be carried on all along the 
line. 

A number of new sales executives 
got on the job November 1 and 
started merchandising programs for 
1929. Universal confidence is ex- 
pressed that 1929 will prove a ban- 
ner year for sales abroad also. Ex- 
pansion of overseas manufacturing, 
assembling and merchandising facil- 
ities is evidence that the makers are 
backing their opinion with their 
money. 

Richards - Oakland Company, 
Oakland-Pontiac distributor in the 
Dertoit territory, reports a banner 
business for October, partially 
influenced by the introduction of 
the Oakland All-American line. 
Oakland sales, following the pres- 
entation of the new cars October 
12, have amounted to close toe 360 
at the salesrooms in the General 
Motors Building. Deliveries of 
Oaklands and Pontiacs by dealers 
in the city have amounted to ap- 
proximately 330 for the month, 
with sales about 200 above that 
figure. 

Hupmobile Michigan Sales Cor- 
poration, distributor, sold 287 cars 
in October, practically double” the 
number sold in the same month last 
year. 

The National Automotive Parts 
Association closed the most success- 
ful four-day convention in its his- 
tory at the Statler this week, with 
a record-breaking attendance of 
close to 250. Reports of the various 
officers and committees showed the 
asosciation to be in an unusually 
prosperous condition, with sales 
volume exceeding that of last year 
by better than 21 per cent.

Weather as Aid 
In Sales of Parts 


OLUMBUS, Nov. 3 (U. 

T. P. S.).—The excellent 
weather conditions which 
have prevailed during the 
latter part of September and 
early in October were the 
cause of a larger amount of 
activity in parts, accessories 
and tools. This is gleaned 
from a survey of the trade in 
Columbus as shown by the 
leading jobbers in automotive 


parts and accessories. 

One of the best features is the 
fact that practically all service de- 
partments and repair shops have 
been exceedingly busy during the 


first three weeks in October. Over- 
hauling of cars for the winter sea- | 
son is in full swing, and with this) 
activity there is a better demand | 
for replacement parts. This in-| 
cludes piston, pins, rings, brake | 
linings, bearings, connecting rods 

and many other parts. All of the) 
Columbus dealers report a much 

better demand for parts this fall 

than a year ago, and this is attrib- | 
uted to better weather conditions| 
and a general improvement in in-| 
dustrial conditions. 

As far as accessories are concerned | 
trade has been rather fair, but as} 
has been said in the past, the ac-| 
cessories trade is a fleeting factor.) 
But with many new cars coming/| 
through fully equipped dealers have | 
started an educational campaign to} 
have car owners provide their cars| 
with full line of accessories as are| 
not provided by the factories. This| 
cabpaign has taken the form of| 
direct mail advertising and carried | 
on by both wholesalers and retail-| 
ers. The wholesalers have been fur- | 
nishing the printed matter and the | 
dealers have been sending them out | 
to their mailing lists. 

Charles Justus of the Justus & 
Justus Auto Supply Company said: 
“We find business in parts quite 
brisk and much better than was the 
case a year ago or earlier this year. | 
The demand shows that repair shops 
and service stations are quite busy 
and I find that practically all of 
those shops are crowded with work. | 
The demand runs largely to brake 
linings, pistons and piston pins, | 
rings, bearings and similar parts. | 
Accessories have been a little slow, 
but there is some demand for chains, 
heaters, windshield wipers and small 
jacks. In the tool line trade is 
rather good and runs largely to the 
heavier equipment. The demand is 
good for battery chargers, grinders, 
air compressors, tire-chang- 
ing equipment and heavy jacks.” 

Curtis Sohl of the Griswold-Sohl | 
Company, jobber in automotive 
parts and equipment, is another | 
wholesaler who reports a rather! 
good business in parts and tools. |

the circumstances. In the line of 
tools the demand is largely for 
paint sprayers, jacks, tire tools, air 
compressors, grinders, etc. Parts 
business is better, as repair shops 
are busy and the entire line is mov- 
ing fairly well. 

E. M. Parker, head of the Justus 
& Parker Company, said: “Business 
in parts has been holding up quite 
good with us and on all lines 
handled "business in October was 25 
per cent. ahead of last month. Parts 
such as bearings, brake linings and 
a general line of engine parts have 
been going quite well. There has 
been some demand for accessories, | 
esnecially those which are usually | 
sold at the approach of winter. | 
These include heaters, chains and} 
anti-freeze preparations. There is| 
also a good demand for electrical | 
equipment, such as battery chargers, | 
battery testing tools and repair| 
tools, and similar equipment. Air| 
compressors and tire changing tools 
are also good.” 

The J. H. & F. A. Sells Company 
reports a good trade in accessories | 
and tools. This company does not 
handle parts, and as a result does 
not know the market in that line.
